Jesse Cain, a young man, well 
known in the east end of Rich- 
mond, was sentenced to serve 
three years in the penitentiary 
at Frankfort by a jury in circuit 
court Tuesday on a charge of ma- 
licious cutting of Ollie Brown, of 
Winchester. The deed was com- 
mitted at the grounds of a carni- 
val which was showing here 
about a month or so ago. 

Most of Tuesday morning was 
consumed in trial of the case. 
Cain was defended by Attorneys 
0. P. Jackson and George Ross, 
while Commonwealth's Attorney 
W. J. Baxter and County Attor- 
ney J. P. Chenault, represented 
the prosecution. Brown, the 
lirst witness, testified that he 
lives in Winchester. He was here 
at the time of the cutting, as fore 
man of the telephone company's 
crew of construction men. He 
attended the carnival ; threw at 
the doll baby j-ack. Cain wanted 
to bet with him, he said. They 
made several bets and he won. 
He said Cain wanted to bet some 
more but he refused. Afterwards 
Cain wanted to collect 50 cents 
•from him, claiming that he had 
won. Brown said he told Cain 
he owed him nothing as he hadn't 
bet; that the money hadn't been 
put up. Then Cain grabbed him 
by a shoulder with one hand, and 
stabbed him in the breast with 
the other. He said he jjushed 
Cain off and ran and Cain follow- 
ed him ; fell and he was tlien ta- 
ken to the hospital where he re- 
mained for eight days. He exhi- 
bited the wound to the jjiiry ; also 
a cut on his arm, which he said 
was also made by Cain. He 
«wore that he did not curse or 
abuse Cain in any way. Brown 
said he had two base balls in hi:^. 
left hand and one in his right and 
was preparing to throw at the 
dolls when Cain came up to him 
and stabbed him. He said tin re 
was no tussle; that he ran bruk 
Jhrougli the crowd. breaking 
awa} from Cain wlio had hold ot 
I'.im. He said his wrist was cut 
when he was getting away. 

llarold Oldham told practically 
the sam^ story of the affair as 
Brown. He was there and saw 
it and corrobt)rated Brown in 
practically every detail of his de- 
scription of the affair. He said 
that Brown told Cain he hadn't 
bet; and that his money wasn't 
up. 1 le said Brown turned to 
run after he was stabbed, and 
Cain started ifter him but Cain 
fell and some of the crowd took 
the knife, a long bladed weapon.

Frankfort» Ky., May 16— 
Floods on the 'Mississippi river 
had the effect (hiring Marcli and 
April of greatly retarding plow- 
ing and planting iij the extreme 
western counties of Kentucky, 
the May crop report ''^mmis- 
sioner of Agriculture > . Han- 
na, issued in co-operation witli 
the United States Bureau of Ag- 
riculture shows. Although 00 
per cent of the plowing in the 
state Vv'as done on May 1 as com- 
pared with 69 per cent usually >- 
done, and 50 per cent of the 
planting as compared with the 
usual 44 per cent, the extreme 
western counties showed less 
than 30 per cent of each done on 
that date. 

The condition of en tucky 's 
wheat crnp indicates a ]);"ol)able 
production of about 8..536,(X>J 
Imshels this season ,compared to 
6,340,000 bushels finally produced 
last )'ear, according to the crop 
report. Probable production of 
rye for grain is estimated at 
23^,000 bushels com[)ared to 180- 
000 bushels last year ; and liay of 
all kinds about 1,271,000 tons 
compared to l,127,0CO tons last 
year. Actual production thi^ sea- 
son may prove greater or less 
than these estimates dg«8li(lfng 
on whether' conditions are j^ar- 
ticularly favorable or unfavora- 
ble until threshing and hay har- 
vest. 

Wheat and rye came through 
the winter in excellent condition 

in most counties, but farmers in 
some of the wheat growing 
counties report that wheat has 
been injured some by the wet 
weather and late frosts this 
spring. Kentucky's wheat acre- 
age left for harvest now is esti- 
mated at 65,000 acres compared 
to 634,000 acres finally harvested 
last year. Condition Alay 1 this 
year 95 per cent of norvifjl. com- 
pared with 95 per cent May 1 
last year, and a 10-year average 
of 87 on May 1. Rye condition 
May 1 was 95 per cent of normal 
compared to a 10-year average 
of 90 per cent May 1. 

The recent rains and cool 
weather were general practically 
throughout Ktrutucky, so that 
plowing was only C5 per ceigfc, 
done by May 1, compared to &) 
per cent usually done by May 1. 
Fifty per cent of spring planting 
was done by ^lay 1, compared to 
44 per cent usually tini>hed by 
May 1. Conditions of pastures 
May 1, 96, compared to a 10-year 
average of 85. Seventeen per 
cent of last year's hay cmp (or 
192,000 tons) still was on farni-s 
in -Kentucky May 1, 1922, com-

He said that he had been 
assured that action vvonld be 
taken at once to remedy a situ- 
ation v,iiich it is said lias result- 
ed in men in hospitals often Ifav- 
ing to wait six months before 
their first che-'k arrives. 

Maj. Stites said tiiat inen tal:- 
■ng vocational training received 
their first compensation check 
U'ithin 10 days after entering the f 
college. He said that he felt' 
that hospitalized men should re- 
•-•eive the sntne treatment and for 
this reason had taken up tlie 
matter with the Washiiigton bu- 
reau. 

"There are many men in tlie 
state who have tubercidosis. un- 
iiealcd wounds and ' i i di-aljil- 
'ties due to the war who will not 
enter ihe hospitals because they 
nnist care for their families." he 
said. "We want to get tliese 
men lined up and wh.ere they can 
receive the best Of care. We also 
want to see that they get Avhnt 
is due them from the govern-" 
ment which is now sjjending { 
$500,000,000 a year on disabled 
men." 

There are more than 2.0(X) men 
in Kentucky entitled to federal 
assistance who are not getting it' 
he said, and during the period! 
since February 1. when the board 
was organized 300 casts hate 
been haiulled from the 42- coun- 
ties the officials have been able 
to visit. 

When the board was organized 
a list of 1.000 eases which had 
not bcCTi acted upon by the \'et- 
erans' Bureau was fotmd bv the 
board.
